Reason for Allowance 

2. The prior art does not teach or fairly suggest receiving user input identifying a 
publication to be used to create data subscriptions, the publication being one of multiple 
predetermined publications identifying a type of data capable of being distributed to data 
sites; receive user input identifying a distribution criterion by which data is to be 
distributed to data sites by subscriptions automatically generated without human 
intervention; store, in computer-readable medium for later access, subscription- 
generation information including the identified publication and the identified distribution 
criterion; access, using a first computer system, the subscription- generation information 
identifying the publication and the distribution criterion; access, using the first computer 
system and the accessed subscription-generation information, application data of 
various data types, including the type of data identified by the subscription-generation 
information; generate, using the first computer system, data subscriptions for the 
publication to be distributed to data sites corresponding to computer systems that are
